The  arts  catalyze  our  energy  and  enthusiasm,  leading  us  to  make  connections  that 
evolve  into  phenomenal  relationships.  When  these  relationships  are  supported  and 
nurtured,  they  connect  people,  communities,  and  ideas. 

Welcome  to  the  2007-08  Year  in  Review,  an  annual  publication  to  capture  one  year  in 
the  life  of  Alberta's  primary  government  arts  funder.  The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the 
Arts  (AFA)  continues  to  contribute  to  the  growth  of  Alberta's  culture,  helping  to  spark 
creative  connections.

We  focus  on  how  art  makes  a difference  in 
the  lives  of  troubled  youth  in  the  story  of  Edmonton's  ihuman  Youth  Society,  and  see 
how  a love  of  literature  brings  educators,  artists,  and  students  together  in  the  work  of 
the  young  Alberta  Book  Society.  Also,  in  celebration  of  the  development  of  our  first 
Aboriginal  Arts  grant,  we  take  a look  at  the  Blackfoot  Ambassadors  dance  group. 

I encourage  you  to  look  at  the  numbers  presented  near  the  end  of  this  publication.  It 
is  easy  to  see  the  range  and  scope  of  AFA  support.  Every  connection  made  and  every 
relationship  developed  between  different  communities  in  the  province  brings  the  AFA 
closer  to  achieving  its  vision  of  "an  Alberta  where  a vibrant  arts  community  inspires 
creativity  and  innovation  and  is  part  of  the  fabric  of  how  we  live  and  work."

The  art  of  Aboriginal  dance  is  steeped  In  centuries  of  tradition.  But  like  other  artistic 
media,  it  is  born  from  pure  expression  and  has  the  potential  to  grow  and  evolve.  An- 
Intrepid  group  of  performance  artists,  known  as  the  Blackfoot  Ambassadors,  has  made 
it  their  mission  to  forge  deep  and  unforgettable  connections  with  the  audiences  they 
encounter  in  each  community.  Through  their  traditional  dance,  they  find  themselves 
experiencing  a new  connection  with  their  heritage  that  they  have  never  known  before. 


Entertaining  and  educating  audiences 
across  Alberta  with  its  interpretation  of 
Aboriginal  arts  and  traditions,  the  Blackfoot 
Ambassadors  is  a Native  American  dance 
group  comprised  of  members  ranging 
from  ages  two  to  28.  The  group's  purpose, 
according  to  performer  and  group  leader 
Carol  Melting  Tallow  is  to  "Target  Native 
American  youth.  We  want  to  teach  them 
Native  American  culture  by  focusing  on  past 
and  modern  Native  American  traditions." 
These  traditions  take  the  form  of  eight 
styles  of  Native  American  dance,  and  they 
give  the  performers  an  opportunity  to  share 
their  culture  with  audience  members  as  they 
connect  with  their  own  heritage. 

The  origin  and  development  of  the  Blackfoot 
Ambassadors  can  be  traced  back  to  the 
evolution  of  the  Ambassadors'  parent 
organization,  the  Blackfoot  Canadian  Cultural 
Society.  The  society  came  into  existence  in 
1998  when  Executive  Director  Mary  Anne 
Crow  Elealy  and  other  community  members 
sought  to  address  a perceived  gap  in  the 
Lethbridge  cultural  scene.  "The  community 
wanted  to  run  the  Lethbridge  International 
Peace  Pow  Wow  on  a consistent  annual 
basis,"  Crow  Mealy  recalls.  "That's  where  we 
started.  We  came  to  discover  that  there  was 
nothing  in  Lethbridge  representing 
Native  cultures." 


From  the  International  Peace  Pow  Wow, 
the  society  moved  gradually  into  the 
development  of  several  new  community 
arts  initiatives.  Emerging  from  the  creative 
wellspring  of  the  Blackfoot  Canadian  Cultural 
Society,  the  Blackfoot  Ambassadors  quickly 
took  shape.  The  society  committed  over 
1 50  hours  towards  the  development  of 
the  troupe's  first  few  performances.  This 
commitment  extended  beyond  choreography 
into  the  design  and  assembly  of  traditional 
costumes.  Carol  Melting  Tallow  believes 
the  cultural  significance  of  the  traditional 
clothing  was  integral  to  the  performance.  She 
says  historically,  "dress  designing  served  as  a 
way  to  pass  artistic,  spiritual,  and  historical 
knowledge  from  one  generation  to  the  next. 
As  in  the  past,  women  respect  their  tribe's 
artistic  traditions,  but  allow  experiences  and 
new  materials  to  influence  their  work." 

The  Blackfoot  Society  has  made  a significant 
impression  on  the  community  through 
performance  groups  like  the  Blackfoot 
Ambassadors.  "We  want  to  develop  a 
positive  image  of  our  people  against 
negative  stereotypes  and  provide  a venue 
where  we  can  develop  relationships  with 
the  non-aboriginal  community,"  Crow  Mealy 
explains.  The  Blackfoot  Society  builds  those 
relationships  by  showcasing  their  cultural 
traditions  to  all  communities  and  hopes 


to  chip  away  at  the  common  stereotypes 
and  preconceived  notions  that  uninformed 
observers  have  about  Aboriginal  peoples. 


The  performing  artists  themselves  are  not 
left  unaffected  by  these  experiences.  Crow 
Healy  clarifies,  "The  dancing  is  empowering 
and  provides  healing  for  our  people.  The 
performers  begin  to  understand  who  they 
are;  they  accept  their  tradition  and  begin 
expressing  their  heritage  through  art." 

By  connecting  to  their  own  roots,  the 
members  of  the  Blackfoot  Ambassadors 
have  successfully  engaged  with  their 
audiences  and  in  2007,  these  connections 
grew  into  numerous  appearances  at  cultural 
festivals  and  dance  showcases  throughout 
Lethbridge  and  Calgary. 


The  Blackfoot  Ambassadors  was  also  a 
recipient  of  an  Alberta  Foundation  for  the 
Arts  (AFA)  Aboriginal  Arts  Organizations 
Project  Grant  in  2007.  This  grant  category 
was  created  in  2006  after  consultations 
with  Alberta's  Aboriginal  arts  stakeholders, 
and  is  designed  to  support  the  growth  and 
development  of  Aboriginal  arts  in  Alberta. 
The  Blackfoot  Society  has  developed  an 
extensive  relationship  with  the  AFA  that 
goes  beyond  typical  funding  body-grant 
recipient  relations.  "[The  AFA]  has  given 
us  fantastic,  and  not  only  financial, 
support,"  says  Crow  Healy.  "They've 
provided  development  workshops  that 
have  helped  us  move  forward  with  our 
programs."  In  addition,  the  society  was 
a partner  in  the  consultations  that  led 
to  the  development  of  the  Aboriginal 
Arts  Organizations  Project  Grant.  "The 
Aboriginal  Arts  Organizations  Project 
Grant  was  the  result  of  tremendous 
work  done  by  the  AFA  Board  and  Arts 


Branch  staff  to  better  understand  and  meet 
the  needs  of  the  Aboriginal  arts  community, 
Jeffery  Anderson,  Executive  Director  of  the 
AFA,  asserts,  "in  its  short  existence,  this 
funding  has  already  provided  significant 
assistance  to  Aboriginal  artists  and  arts 
groups. 


Crow  Healy  foresees  a bright 
future  for  the  society  and  for 
the  Blackfoot  Ambassadors, 
one  that  includes  the 
establishment  of  a cultural 
centre  for  the  Aboriginal 
community  in  Southern 
Alberta.  "We  need  the 
Blackfoot  Arts  Heritage 
Centre,"  she  states 
plainly.  "To  bring  a 
centre  like  this  to 
Lethbridge  would  be 
a source  of  identity.

They  live  in  the  dark  crevices  and  hidden  shadows  of  society.  Hounded  by  the 
demons  of  addiction,  poverty,  and  mental  anguish,  these  young  souls  face 
a bleak  future  with  no  reprieve.  But  fate  (in  the  form  of  a local  organization 
called  ihuman  Youth  Society)  seeks  to  intervene  and  through  the  power  of  the 
arts,  offers  at-risk  youth  a rare  chance  to  rebuild  their  lives  and  reconnect  with 
themselves,  with  life,  and  with  society. 


Headquartered  in  Edmonton's  downtown  core,  ihuman  Youth  Society  is  a non-profit  group 
dedicated  to  helping  youth  troubled  by  addiction,  poverty,  and  mental  health  issues  turn  their 
lives  around.  Sandra  Bromley,  local  artist  and  co-founder  of  the  program,  describes  ihuman 
Youth  Society  as  an  organization  that  tries  to  "support  youth  just  like  a family  would."  Bromley 
and  the  rest  of  the  ihuman  staff  currently  work  with  nearly  200  at-risk  youth.  Bromley  states 
matter-of-factly,  "When  you're  coming  from  the  street,  trust  is  a major  issue;  you've  been  let 
down  so  many  times  that  trust  has  to  be  constantly  developed.  We're  trying  to  build  a support 
system;  we  never  give  up  on  the  youth  in  our  program." 


Arts  programming  plays  an  essential  role  in 
ihuman's  work.  "The  arts  provide  the  journey 
and  the  excitement  for  the  kids,"  Bromley 
explains.  "The  arts  become  their  mode  of 
expression."  Programs  provided  by  ihuman 
range  widely  from  musical  instruction  and 
production  to  theatre  and  the  visual  arts. 

"We  realized  early  on  that  we  would  have 
to  be  responsive  to  their  interests,"  recalls 
Bromley.  "We  weren't  going  to  engage 
them  with  arts  programs  they  didn't  care 
about.  Because  of  that,  many  of  the  arts 
programs  are  initiated  by  the  youth." 

Musical  arts  programming  in  particular  is 
integral  to  encouraging  the  inclusion  of 
youth,  for  whom  music  is  often  the  most 
accessible  art  form.  The  society's  programs 
are  developed  and  facilitated  by  a team 
of  professionals  from  local  social  services 
and  the  arts  community,  with  additional 
support  coming  from  volunteer  artists 
and  other  community  members. 


ihuman  Youth  Society  also  receives  funds 
from  the  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Arts 
(AFA)  through  the  Community  Support 
Organizations  Operating  Grant.  As  a result 
of  this  funding,  ihuman  is  able  to  continue 
providing  its  quality  services.  "I  don't 
think  we  could  have  survived  without 
AFA  funding,"  Bromley  asserts.  "People 
like  supporting  more  finite  projects,  so 
operating  funds  are  hard  to  find.  AFA 
funding  has  helped  us  cope  with  some  of 
the  pressures  of  the  current  economy." 
According  to  Alberta  Arts  Consultant 
Barb  Mah,  "ihuman  provides  at-risk  youth 
a chance  to  add  art  to  their  lives.  It's 
refreshing  to  see  communities  recognize 
the  potential  that  the  arts  have  to 
reach  people,  and  we're  happy  to  play 
a small  role  in  supporting  this  kind  of  I 
essential  activity."  I 


"Our  arts  programs  move  beyond  art  therapy,"  Bromley  adds.  "The  quality 
of  work  produced  is  amazing.  We  try  to  push  the  kids  to  make  art  that's 
both  progressive  and  important  to  them."  This  work  has  been  showcased  in 
a number  of  live  theatre,  poetry,  and  dance  performance  events  throughout 
the  year,  and  more  recently  on  March  1 5,  2008  in  the  Journey  to  Light 
visual  and  performance  arts  display  at  the  Art  Gallery  of  Alberta. 

Moving  forward,  Bromley  sees  ihuman's  role  in  the  community  continuing 
to  evolve.  "Within  the  next  three  years  we  want  to  build  a purposeful 
facility  that  would  really  provide  a focused  structure  for  our  needs,"  she  says 
hopefully.  "We  also  want  to  be  instrumental  in  assisting  policy  change  by 
sharing  our  knowledge  of  high-risk  youth.  We  currently  advise  many  smaller 
communities  across  Alberta,  and  we're  keen  on  sharing  our  expertise  with 
other  groups  facing  the  same  kind  of  challenges." 


The  arts  allow  the  youth  to  take  negative  experiences  and  express  them  in 
a meaningful  fashion.  As  youth  cultivate  their  artistic  talents  and  discover 
their  voices,  they  end  up  reconnecting  with  themselves,  developing  self- 
esteem and  a positive  sense  of  identity.  The  process  takes  time  and  offers 
no  quick  fixes.  Bromley  states,  "Youth  are  with  us  for  a number  of  years. 
When  we  make  a commitment  to  them,  we're  in  it  for  the  long-term."  The 
care  and  loyalty  ihuman  offers  street  youth  is  reflected  in  the  "graduates" 
of  the  program  who  return  to  provide  experience  and  compassion  to  youth 
struggling  through  the  same  problems  they  themselves  know  well. 


If  travelers  journey  a short  distance  southeast  of  Camrose,  they  will  encounter  a 
cultural  phenomenon  known  as  Kelsey  tucked  away  in  the  agricultural  heartland 
of  central  Alberta.  Normally  a tranquil  hamlet,  Kelsey  becomes  a hub  of  activity 
every  February  and  unites  communities  far  and  wide,  thus  proving  that  no 
connection  made  through  the  arts  is  ever  too  big  or,  in  this  case,  too  small. 


With  only  1 1 residents  and  three  streets,  Kelsey  appears  to  be  another  tiny 
farming  hamlet.  However,  for  1 1 consecutive  nights  every  February,  Kelsey 
becomes  a bustling  centre  of  cultural  activity  and  plays  a vital  role  in  bringing 
people  from  surrounding  communities  together  to  celebrate  the  arts. 


Since  1993,  the  Kelsey  Drama  Club  and  the  Kelsey  Community  Society  have 
worked  in  partnership  to  present  the  annual  Kelsey  Dinner  Theatre.  This  event 
offers  residents  from  nearby  communities  an  opportunity  to  escape  the  cold  grip 
of  winter  in  February,  and  share  some  laughs  as  well  as  a hearty  meal.  The  Kelsey 
Drama  Club  consists  of  a local  group  of  theatre  enthusiasts  and  actors  whose 
goal  is  to  perform  a memorable  theatrical  comedy  every  year.  Club  Treasurer  Janet 
Hillaby  states,  "We  want  to  make  sure  people  have  a good  time  when  they  see 
our  show." 


Evidence  suggests  that  people  are  doing  just  that.  The  Kelsey  Dinner  Theatre 
has  grown  dramatically  since  its  inaugural  performance  in  1993.  "We  started 
out  by  offering  weekend  performances,  but  the  show  was  quite  popular 
and  there  was  a demand  for  more,"  Hillaby  explains.  This  year,  that  demand 
resulted  in  1 1 sold-out  performances  of  a play  entitled  A Little  Quickie.  In 
other  words,  Kelsey,  a hamlet  of  1 1 people,  hosted  a record 
1,144  theatre  patrons! 


A product  of  community  collaboration,  the  Kelsey  Dinner  Theatre  is  an  1 1-day 
production  that  is  supported  by  roughly  100  volunteers,  including  the  cast  and 
production  crew,  and  numerous  sponsors  from  the  local  business  community. 
Hillaby  believes  the  impact  of  such  an  event  on  the  local  community  is  significant, 
and  that  it  provides  an  intangible  result  beyond  just  entertainment.  "This  is  a good 
farming  community.  We  work  with  our  neighbours  during  the  production.  The 
event  brings  people  together  and  helps  build  the  community." 
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The  Kelsey  Drama  Club  faces  the  challenge  of  producing  live  theatre  in  an  aging 
facility  with  both  enthusiasm  and  innovation.  Held  in  the  nearly  TO-year-old  Kelsey 
Community  Hall,  this  year's  production  of  A Little  Quickie  called  for  a bit  more 
ingenuity  from  director  Gerry  Pilger:  "We  try  to  take  on  a different  challenge  every 
year.  This  year  we  incorporated  video  into  the  show.  Because  of  the  small  size  of  our 
stage,  we  couldn't  perform  the  show  as  it  was  originally  written  without  disrupting 
the  pace  of  the  production,  so  we  used  audiovisual  equipment  to  help  tell  the  story 
and  keep  the  audience  engaged." 


The  ongoing  success  of  the  event  has  also  helped  to  preserve  the  hamlet's 
local  heritage.  Hillaby  believes  "the  [Kelsey  Community]  Hall  would  have  been 
closed  1 5 years  ago"  if  not  for  the  continuing  success  of  the  dinner  theatre 
performances.  The  hall  has  not  only  remained  open  over  the  last  1 5 years,  but 
it  has  also  received  numerous  backstage  upgrades.  "When  we  began,  the  cast 
would  have  to  do  costuming  and  make-up  in  a home  down  the  street  from 
the  community  hall,"  Pilger  recalls.  "Now,  we  have  backstage  facilities  for  the 
performers  and  crew  to  work  with. 


The  Kelsey  Drama  Club  has  been  a recipient  of  the  Alberta  Foundation  for 
the  Arts  (AFA)  Community  Performing  Arts  Organization  Operating  Grant 
since  1994.  Its  relationship  with  AFA  has  helped  to  ensure  the  continuing 
success  of  the  theatre  productions.  "We  operate  on  a shoestring  budget," 
asserts  Hillaby.  "Performers  buy  their  own  costumes,  props,  and  stage  make- 
up. The  grants  allow  the  club  to  reimburse  the  actors  for  their  expenses  and 
continue  presenting  high-calibre  theatre  to  an  appreciative  audience." 


According  to  AFA's  Arts  Development  Director,  Ai  Chapman,  the  annual  Kelsey 
Dinner  Theatre  is  a perfect  example  of  how  Community  Performing  Arts 
Organization  (CPAO)  grants  benefit  the  arts  community:  "CPAO  grants  provide 
an  opportunity  for  community-level  arts  organizations  to  enhance  the  quality  of 
life  in  their  community.  A large  number  of  the  organizations  applying  are  in  rural 
Alberta.  This  funding  gives  them  an  opportunity  to  come  together  in  many  different 
capacities  and  become  an  integral  part  of  the  arts  in  their  region." 


The  innovative  community  spirit  of  the  Kelsey  Dinner  Theatre  has  helped  it  attract 
the  attention  of  local  and  national  media.  CBC  Radio  Toronto  covered  the  event 
in  2002,  and  several  Edmonton-based  television  stations  and  newspapers  recently 
reported  on  the  sold-out  performances.  The  success  of  the  Kelsey  Dinner  Theatre 
illustrates  the  essential  role  of  the  arts  in  connecting  communities  across  Alberta, 
and  also  the  power  of  the  arts  to  connect  Albertans — not  only  in  the  cities,  but 
also  in  tiny  hamlets  with  only  1 1 permanent  residents.

Driven  by  passion,  one  small  but  mighty  book 
society  aims  to  connect  Alberta's  communities 
using  the  power  of  literacy  In  sharing  its 
inspiring  mission  with  the  rest  of  the  world, 
this  society  hopes  to  spark  connections  among 
thriving  communities  and  literary  artists  through 
the  formidable  medium  known  as  literature.

I ' is  surrounded  by  bookshelves 
I and  there  is  no  other  place 
I she  would  rather  be.  As  the 

' guiding  force  behind  The 

Young  Alberta  Book  Society 
(YABS),  Gregorwich's  passion  and 
enthusiasm  is  apparent  as  she  talks 
about  the  Society  and  its  mission, 
which  is  simply  "the  encouragement 
of  love  of  reading,  literature,  and 
literacy  in  young  Albertans  across  the 
province."  Since  its  inception  in  1983, 
the  organization  has  been  providing 
support  to  Alberta  artists  involved 
in  creating  children's  literature  and 
inspiration  to  the  province's  youth. 


One  of  the  society's  main  programs, 
Taleblazers,  is  a month-long 
annual  event  held  every  October 
that  connects  Alberta  authors, 
illustrators,  and  storytellers 
specializing  in  children's  literature 
with  schools  and  libraries  around  the 
province.  The  festival  is  offered  by 
YABS  as  part  of  its  overall  mission, 
and  its  impact  has  been  a wide- 
ranging  one,  with  over  180  schools 
and  libraries  hosting  artists  in  2007. 


According  to  Gregorwich,  the  value  of  the 
festival  lies  in  the  "inspiring  and  motivational 
experience  it  provides  for  the  kids,  particularly 
those  in  rural  areas.  The  kids  see  that  the 
artists  are  regular  people,  and  this  encourages 
them  to  explore  their  own  potential."  The 
impact  of  the  Taleblazers  festival  extends 
beyond  the  artists'  visits.  Students  are 
described  by  their  teachers  as  having  new 
enthusiasm  for  reading  and  writing  in  their 
schoolwork.  "Taleblazers  is  not  a program 
that  has  to  run  year-round  to  have  year-rouni 
benefits,"  says  Gregorwich. 


Besides  organizing  artist  presentations, 
readings,  and  workshops,  the  society's 
role  in  Taleblazers  includes  helping  to 
make  the  connection  a smooth  one  for 
artists.  "We  sponsor  the  artist's  travel  and 
accommodation  costs,  and  try  to  ease  the  • 
burden  for  the  schools  and  libraries  involved 
in  the  program,"  continues  Gregorwich. 
"We've  made  it  easier  for  rural  communities 
to  take  advantage  of  resources  normally 
available  in  bigger  cities,  which  is  important 
for  communities  that  would  otherwise  have 
limited  access  to  writers  and  storytellers." 


For  artists  involved  in  the  Taleblazers  festival,  the  rewards  are  numerous. 
"Taleblazers  helps  Alberta  authors  and  illustrators  connect  with  their  readers. 

They  draw  inspiration  from  interacting  with  the  kids  they  write  for;  it's  important 
for  artists  to  have  opportunities  to  engage  their  audience,"  Gregorwich  asserts. 
"The  financial  incentive  and  economic  benefit  is  irnportant  as  well.  Writing  and 
illustrating,  traditionally,  aren't  lucrative  professions;  when  you  factor  these  things 
together,  you'll  find  several  artists  have  been  involved  with  our  program  for  a long 
time  because  of  what  it  can  offer  them." 


The  continuing  success  of  the 
Taleblazers  has  led  YABS  to  create 
several  new  programs  in  recent  years. 

Its  second  annual  Story  Avenue  was 
held  in  Edmonton  over  a two-day 
period  in  early  2008,  with  ten  Alberta 
authors  and  illustrators  conducting 
creative  workshops  with  400  inner-city 
students  in  grades  five  and  six.  2008 
also  featured  the  second  year  of  the 
Wordsworth  program,  a weekend  event 
designed  for  teenagers  1 5 years  and 
older,  which  enlists  Alberta  authors 
of  young  adult  literature  to  conduct 
workshops  and  presentations  for  an 
eager  group  of  developing  young 
writers.  The  Wordsworth  program 
is  aimed  at  "young  writers  keen  on 
exploring  their  skill  development," 
states  Gregorwich.  "This  is  where  we 
find  the  kids  that  are  really  enthusiastic 
and  engaged.  We  try  to  target  dynamic 
artists  who  have  some  skill  in  the 
classroom  and  who  can  understand  and 
connect  with  teenagers." 

The  YABS  has  had  a long  and  beneficial 
relationship  with  the  Alberta  Foundation 
for  the  Arts  (AFA);  most  recently  it 
was  a recipient  of  AFA's 


Community  Support  Organizations 
Grant.  "As  a non-profit  arts 
organization,  core  funding  is  hard 
to  come  by,  and  clearly,  if  we  don't 
have  it,  we  can't  operate,"  explains 
Gregorwich.  "We're  glad  that  the 
AFA  recognizes  the  need  for  core 
funding.  Without  it,  our  resources 
and  programming  capacity  would  be 
severely  impacted." 

Funding  from  the  AFA  and  other 
sponsors  has  helped  dedicated  and 
passionate  staff  like  Gregorwich 
ensure  the  continued  growth  and 
relevance  of  YABS  programs.  "We're 
looking  to  increase  the  range  of  the 
Taleblazers  festival  and  seek  stronger 
representation  across  the  province. 
We'll  also  continue  to  develop  our 
more  recent  programs  and  look  for 
more  opportunities  in  the  future.  The 
response  from  the  artists,  students, 
teachers,  and  librarians  involved  in  our 
programs  has  been  overwhelming, 
and  I believe  that  the  demand  for  our 
programs  will  only  continue  to  grow  as 
we  help  our  artists  and  communities 
connect  with  each  other."
